FBI files, FBI Agents tell them whoever is a communist in his group, and that 
his people check these things out with the FBI in Washington. 


ACTION TAKEN: 


Pursuant to Mr. Tolson's instructions, SAC Ponder of the Atlanta 
Office was instructed by Wick at 6:40 p.m. today to answer all inquiries from the 
press with the statement that an FBI spokesman said Abernathy's statements 
concerning the FBI are absolutely untrue and that FBI files are confidential. 


Ponder was told to see to it that our statement receives wide- 
spread news media acceptance. He was told to particularly insure that the 
stations and news people mentioning the Abernathy remarks "give the lie" to 
them by the statement from the FBI spokesman. 


ape 2 here at the Seat of Government were answered ina 
similar manner this evening so as to give the lie to Martin Luther King and 
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
